weather conditions, as is being?.done.-.-'v.-lHs true that the rail- 
roads have had snow drifts t<S^ritvfrdrri"fhe very beginning 
of winteiylhat the intensity of.^;c6l|i:detracts seriously from 
the hauling power of engines and that shipping is interfered 
with by ice to an extent seldom if ever before known. 


That these conditions make it difficult to move coal now is 


understood by all, but they do not explain why more coal was 
not moved before the arrival of these conditions. Where were 
ihe coal men and what were they .doing-when the ground';was 
bare and the weather niild, and when thousands were trying 
unavilingly to lay in their winter supplies of fuel? 


Since the whirlwind of criticism raised by the Cartield clos- 


ing order a great deal has been said about the-action of the 
Fuel'Administration last summer, when it advised people not 
to be in a hurry about buying their coal, saying Ihe supply 
would be plentiful later and prices reasonable. Some of the 
growlers complain thai if it had not been for this caution, and 
theirfoplish heeding of it they'yould nave had (heir-coal in 
their cellars.
